EDITORIAL 


ONE of the interesting points to come out of 
the demise of Newcastle KB United was that 
“KB's Ken Kaiser was the only Australian-born 
coach in the National Soccer League. 

It is a situation we should not tolerate. It is 
most unsatisfactory. And the question is . . . 
why are there no Australian coaches in 
charge of teams? 

It is not as if Australia lacks the facilities to 
produce coaches. 

For many years now, Australia's director of 
coaching, Eric Worthington, has been or- 
ganising and conducting courses for 
coaches, This is virtually his full-time occupa- 
tion, financed by the ercety of Rothmans 
Sport Foundation. 

We have been told, from time-to time, that 
hundreds of coaches are rolling of the assem- 
bly line. Yet, at the very top level, not one of 
them is considered to have the ability to 
handle a NSL team. 

One wonders if all the coaches are being 
swallowed up by junior clubs or all-age teams 
in the lower reaches of State Leagues. |s this 
the limit of their ability? 

Certainly, Europe has sent some excellent 
coaches to this country, including Rasic, Pou- 
lakakis, Venglos, Arok, Holden, Hennessey, 
Vlasits, Scheinflug, Adam, Margaritis and 
Thomson. 

On the other hand, there have been plenty 
of others who have achieved little in Australia. 
Could not these coaches have been replaced 
by Australians? Their teams could not have 
fared much worse. 

Apart from Ken Kaiser, how many other 
home-grown coaches have been entrusted 
with clubs in the top class over the years? 

Well, there was Joe Marston, of course. 

Joe did a reasonable job coaching clubs 
like APIA, Western Suburbs and Sydney 
Olympic. 

Where is he now? Out of the game and 
almost forgotten. Surely Joe Marston would 
have been more successful than some of the 
alleged expert coaches from overseas who 
have paid fleeting visits to this country, 
earned a few dollars and flitted back to their 
homes in far-off lands. 

It has taken many years of Australian Soc- 
cer to realise that top teams do not have tobe 
stacked with foreign players. In the past three 
or four years there has been a huge surge of 
young Australian talent coming through from 
junior ranks. 

These boys like Paul Carter, Oscar Crino, 
Paul Kay, David Skeen, Tommy McCulloch, 
Frank Farina, lan Gray, plus many more of 
similar ability, are playing first grade football 
in NSL teams .. . and they hold their places 
entirely on merit. 

Australia can produce players — that is 
obvious. Why then can Australia not produce 
coaches? 

This is something the Australian Soccer 
Federation should examine closely. 

ASW cannot believe that it is so much 
easier to produce a top player than a top 
coach, Good players are like precious gems. 
Good coaches are, too. But, for all their off- 
the-field skills, coaches rarely influence the 
course of a match to the extent that an 
outstanding player does. 

If there are 24 foreign-born coaches in the 
24 NSL clubs, something has gone radically 
wrong with the way coaches are produced in 
Australia.
